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New  Ferry  Link  for  Nanaimo 


CONFIRMATION  yesterday  of  earlier 
reports  that  next  spring  Black  Ball  Line 
Ltd.  will  inaugurate  a fast  ferry  link  between 
Departure  Bay  and  Horseshoe  Bay  gives 
Assurance  that  travelers  between  Vancouver 
Island  and  the  mainland  next  year  will  have 
more  frequent  service  than  they  have  ever 
had  before.  With  the  C.P.R.  and  Black  Ball 
ferries  competing  for  trade  and  the  numix*r 
of  daily  sailings  doubled,  there  should  be 
enough  accommodation  for  all  the  traffic 
offering,  and  thus  doing  away  with  any 
possibility  of  delay  at  the  peak  of  the  tourist 
season. 

According  to  Black  Ball  plans,  the  new 
ferry  will  have  space  for  1,000  day  pas- 
sengers and  an  average  of  100  automobiles, 
with  facilities  {o  handle  trucks,  trailers  and 
heavy  equipment.  The  ship’s  speed  of  better 
than  20  knots  will  enable  the  crossing  to  be 
made  in  one  hour  and  30  minutes  and  a 
schedule  of  four  or  five  round  trips  daily 
to  he  maintained.  Thus  there  will  be 
accommodation  for  the  transportation  in 


both  directions  of  upwards  of  5,000  pas- 
sengers and  500  vehicles  daily. 

It  is  particularly  gratifying  to  Victoria  to 
learn  that  the  Black  Ball  Line’s  project  has 
brought  a contract  in  excess  of  $1,000,000 
to  a local  shipyard.  Conversion  work  on  the 
ferry  which  is  to  Ik*  used  in  the  new  service 
will  be  carried  out  at  the  Yarrows  plant  here, 
and  it  is  estimated  that  the  job  will  provide 
eight  months'  employment  for  an  average  of 
150  workmen,  necessitating  the  addition  of 
about  100  men  to  the  company's  payroll. 

Since  inauguration  of  the  new  ferry  link 
will  depend  on  the  ship  being  ready  to  go 
into  service  on  May  1,  it  is  vitally  important 
that  work  at  the  shipyard  should  proceed 
without  interruption,  which  gives  added 
-reason  why  it  is  desirablp  for  current  wage 
negotiations  at  the  yard  to  be  completed  as 
quickly  as  possible.  Failure  to  deliver  the 
ship  in  time  not  only  would  upset  arrange- 
ments for  the  ferry  service  but  also  might 
militate  against  the  company’s  chances  of 
obtaining  further  construction  contracts 
which  reports  have  it  that  the  Black  Rail 
Line  is  contemplating. 


The  Army  Is  Puzzled 


rIE  army  Is  said  to  be  puzzled,  and  no 
doubt  worried  too.  by  lack  of  enthu- 
siasm among  young  Canadians  for  an  army 
career.  Conditions  never  were  half  so  good, 
officers  point  out,  which  is  true.  Soldiers 
are  now  well  paid  and  enjoy  amenities  their 
forebears  would  not  even  have  conceived. 

If  this  were  a normal  peacetime  problem 
It  perhaps  would  not  matter  so  much,  hut 
the  peace  of  today  is  not  normal  and  the 
Canadian  army  has  definite  overseas  com- 
mitments that  it  must  meet  or  let  its  allies 
down.  Those  allies  have  experienced  the 
same  reluctance  among  their  own  youth  to. 
military  service,  surely  the  best  proof  of  all 
that  the  west  is  not  of  warlike  bent,  but 
they  have  adopted  the  only  way  out  of  their 
dilemma  by  having  universal  service  schemes 
of  one  kind  or  another. 

That  is  a political  decision,  outside  the 
discretion  of  our  army  authorities,  and  as 


usual  l he  federal  government  hacks  away 
from  it.  Yet  the  tale  of  army  recruiting  is 
anything  but  encouraging.  Last  month,  for 
instance,  the  army  added  614  recruits  to  its 
strength  but  lost  2,000  whose  time  was  up 
and  who  rejected  all  pleas  to  sign  on  again. 

It  seems  that  almost  as  fast  as  men  come 
back  from  Korea  they  seek  to  return  to 
civilian  life.  From  a personal  standpoint  this 
may  he  understandable,  but  the  shrinkage  in 
total  effective  military  strength  makes  this 
a serious  matter  for  the  nation  at  large. 
One  more  high-powered  recruiting  drive  is 
being  planned  for  this  ball  and  winter,  and 
one  hopes  sincerely  it  will  be  successful.  If 
it  is  not,  however,  and  the  prospects  are  none 
too  comforting,  what  is  to  be  done?  Will 
Canada  face  up  to  the  need  of  a draft 
system,  or  will  it  continue  to  evade  this  solu- 
tion and  in  so  doing  throw  an  extra  burden 
on  its  battlefield  allies? 


Nea/ing  End  of  Career 


WHEN  the  Ms.  Aorangi  hoists  the  Blue 
Peter  for  tha  last  time  on  British 
Columbia’s  coast  next  spring  and  sails  for 
her  home  port  down  under  she  will  add  one 
more  bright  legend  to  the  record  of  men  and 
ships  that  have  given  a brilliant  account  of 
themselves  in  the  changing  trade  lanes  of  the 
Pacific.  With  her  companion  ship,  the 
Niagara — which  ran  onto  a mine  in  Hauraki 
Gulf,  near  Auckland,  early  In  the  last  war— 
the  Aorangi  touched  at  Victoria,  turned 
around  at  Vancouver  and  plied  between 
Canada  and  Australia  and  New  Zealand  with 
the  regularity  of  a well-ordered  timepiece. 
Now  28  yenrs  old  and  nearing  the  end  of 
her  run.  the  popular  vessel  has  only  a few 
more  round  trips  left  In  her  log  hook. 

The  Aorangi  was  the  newer  vessel  of  thp 
two.  and  with  her  17,491  tons  a distinctive 
sight  in  all  ports  served  by  the  Canadian- 
Australian  service.  Her  docking,  first  at  the 
old  Rithet  piers  and  later  at  Ogden  Point, 
was  ever  the  occasion  of  bright  and  cheerful 
scenes.  As  with  the  Niagara,  her  master 
and  complement  were  as  well  known  along 


British  Columbia  waterfronts  as  they  were 
in  their  homes.  Her  passenger  lists  usually 
contained  notables  on  world-wide  travels. 
Anzacs  on  their  way  to  Britain,  and  many  a 
Canadian  returning  home  after  sampling  the 
generous  hospitality  of  our  sister  Dominions 
The  Aorangi  and  the  Niagara  were  good 
"copy"  to  every  marine  editor  in  North 
Pacific  ports,  and.  barring  the  exception  of 
the  Niagara  in  the  last  war,  they  were  lucky 
ships. 

More  than  a valuable  linking  service  will 
be  ending,  however,  with  the  last  sailing  of 
the  Ms.  Aorangi  next  May.  Trade  and  the 
world  have  altered.  Ships  and  their  routes 
are  not  the  same  as  once  they  were.  A 
sea -change  in  transportation  is  taking  place 
which  makes  it  unlikely  that  the  Niagara 
and  the  Aorangi  will  ever  have  direct 
successors.  Their  saga — and  it  has  been  a 
great  one — has  been  their  own.  In  Victoria 
and  Vancouver  pictures  of  these  two  finely 
sailed  vessels  will  he  treasured  with  warmth 
and  affection  for  many  a year  after  their 
riding  lights  has  passed  beyond  men’s  ken.

Reports  From  Ottawa 


Overlooked  in  the  post-mortems 

on  the  Liberal  defeat  in  New 
Brunswick  is  the  not  inconsiderable 
part  Premier  Duplessls  of  Quebec 
played  in  bringing  It  about. 

What  *eems  to  have  told  most  heav- 
1 1 v against  the  administration  of 
Premier  McNair  was  the  4 per  cent 
"consumer  tax”  which  the  Liberals 
put  on  two  years  ago  to  help  pay  for 
education  and  social  services. 

McNair  could  see  the  people’s  strong 
resentment  of  the  tax.  Even  some  of 
his  Liberal  colleagues  counselled  him 
against  it.  His  former  provincial  sec- 
retary. or  finance  minister.  Senator 
J.  J.  Hayes  Doone.  called  it  "political 
suicide." 

McNair  tried  lo  hide  the  tax.  He 
asked  Ottawa  and  ihe  other  provinces 
lo  agree  to  amend  the  British  North 
America  Act  to  allow  province*  to  levy 
indirect  sales  taxes.  Obviously  he 
wanted  to  repeal  the  unpopular  tax. 
and  replace  It  with  a hidden  sales  lax. 

Duplessis  opposed  the  Idea.  Premier 
Frost  of  Ontario  sided  with  Duplessis, 
and  Progressive  Conservatives  in  Par- 
liament Jumped  on  the  bandwagon.

As  was  expected  thesq  seasoned  com- 
rade* promptly  took  charge  of  the 
new  arrivals.  The  compounds  were  run 


along  atrlctly  Marxist  lines,  with  rigid 
discipline,  and  most  of  the  time  was 
spent  In  interminable  lectures  and  dis- 
cussion gioups  on  dialectical  material 
Ism  and  Ihe  class  war. 

At  ihe  end  of  the  experiment,  all 
but  one  of  the  students  were  dis- 
charged, cured  of  any  attraction  for 
Communism  A*  The  Economist  of 
London  reports:  'The  violent  aspect* 
of  Communist  discipline,  the  stifling 
intellectual  orthodoxy  required,  seem 
to  have  discouraged  the  young 
adepts.” 

This  sounds  like  a promising  ap-

“arid  70y ear-old  fixtures  are  every- 
w here, 

l*la*ier  Scars,  oddly  expanded  rooms, 
hits  of  replaced  wall  and  celling  and 
new  Wiring  lying  alongside  the  old  ara 
evidences  of  the  attempt  to  keep  th* 
olrl  place  functional. 

A deserted  ruin,  unchanged  and  un- 
repaired has  an  ominous  quality  about 
it  A building  which  is  being  con- 
stantly alicrrif.  trimmed,  patciicd  and 
scrubbed  retains  a battered  but  life- 
like appearance. 

Stairs  worn  by  million*  of  feet,  hall-
